“A great deal of nonsense is talked and
written about destroying ke fine flavor of
arlicles of food by washing them, when,
ng n mntter of fuet, the Mavor s seldom fo-
jurcd in the slightest degree, but in nine
cuges oul of ten is materially improved by
the judiclons use of clear water,  Most
plain, practienl people, who have given
the subject any thonght, prefer dispensing
with fluyors which exist only In the imagi-
nation of esthictle culinary critics, for the
sake of geting rid of the sund, dust, bae.
torin worms, bug legs, ete., that are in-
separable fiom fruit on sale In the marker,
without u righteous baptism of pure water.
And the coat of the stomach of the aver-
nge citizen s in fur more danger from this
organie and inorginic nastiness than from
properly washed berries,  And for people
wlio conscientionsly beliove that *cleanli.
ness Is next to godliness," strawberries,
ruspberrics and all small feuits are im-
proved by being properly rinsed, drained
aned sprinklod lightly with granalated su.
gar ten or ffteen minutes before they are
sorvei, A common, but very slovenly
way of washing berrics, and one well cal-
ciilated to riln them, is to throw the ber-
rivs fnto n quantity of woater before the
atems are removed, and et them e sonk.
lue while Ueing picked out singly and
hulled or stemmed. The correct method
of washing all kinds of berries is 1o eare-
fully stem and pick them overy o few min-.
utes before they are needed place in w basin
or howl of eold water, tumble ubont gently
and  quickly hands, remove
sprinkle lghtly with fing  graoulated sugar
und serve.”
